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several sheep, from the Cape of Good 
Hope, a land and sea tortoise, to- 
gether with many other oriental qua- 
drupeds, brought home by Sir Ed- 
ward Pellew> were landed on Thurs- 
day at the custom-house quay, Ply- 
mouth The tyger was so tame, that 
a seamdn led it through the streets 
with a small rope, and the children 
stroked it over the back without the 
least danger of being hurt. 

The skeleton of a Mammoth, in high 
preservation (being the second) was 
lately found on the coast of the White 
Sea, at the mouth of the river Tana. 

A physician of the name of Gortz 
was publicly executed last month at 
Berlin* He was a man of extensive 
practice, and had acquired consider- 
able reputation in his profession, as 
Well as a noble fortune. The circum- 
stances, however, which led to his 
disgraceful end, are briefly these : The 
only daughter of Baron Goeler, of the 
Prussian Board of Finance, was placed 
under his care, for the eradication of 
a scrophulous complaint. His skill soon 
relieved the young lady ; but after a 
short time, the disorder returned. He 
then declared to the fathef, whose con- 
fidence he had acquired, that unless 
the daughter was more immediately 
tinder his eye, he could not anmet 
for her complete cure. The Baron 
upon this representation, agreed to 
her residing some time in the house 
of Gortz, who was a married man ; and 
in this situation the latter found means 
to abuse the confidence reposed in him, 
by seducing the young lady. Dreading 
the manifestation of his guilt, and sen- 
sible that his patient's -situation would 
not admit of much longer concealment, 
Jie prescribed a medicine which ope- 



rated with much violence, and after a 
few days terminated her existence. Pre- 
viously to her dissolution, however, she 
made known her shame. Gortz was 
immediately apprehended and exa- 
mined. He denied the crime imputed 
to him; and declared that his pre- 
scription was intended to relieve her 
pain. No evidence could be adduced 
of his guilt, The deceased did not 
exhibit any appearance of being poison- 
ed; and the medicine, on bein<» ana- 
lysed, was found to contain no "ingre- 
dient of that nature. But several 
physicians, having given their opinion, 
that they did not think that a mart 
of Gortz's experience could have given, 
the medicine for any other than a ma- 
lignant purpose, the judge* decided 
against him. His family has beta ba- 
nished the Prussian territory.

ARMAGH ASSIZES, JULY, l809. 

A trial came on which excited consider- 
able interest, before the Hon. Baron 
M'CIelland, in which Alexander Bell 
stood indicted for assaulting James Bir- 
mingham, with an intent to murder, first 
in January, 1806, in the act of serving 
a magistrate's summons on said Bel),wben 
be drove a bayonet across his face imme- 
diately under his nose where 5£ inches 
broke off and remained for 6 days; and 
lastly, in March 1807, waylaying bim at 
night, and strikiug bim with a hatchet on 
the bead and several parts of his body 
in a most ferocious and barbarous manner, 
leaving bim appaiently dead. It appear- 
ed in evidence that no provocation had 
been given, as not a single word had 
been utterel by Birmingham on either 
of those occasions ; and -that in the in- 
terval, Bell had several times insulted 
bim by walking through Birmingham's 
fields, carrying a pistol across his ana 



with the apparent intention of provoking 
him to say something, which might serve 
as a pretence for more folly satiating his 
vengeance, proving to every unprejudiced 
mind that he coolly and deliberately 
sought his life. Surgeon Fleming, of 
Banbvidge, exhibited in court, the piece of 
the bayonet, which he proved to have 
taken out of said Birmingham's face, who, 
during its continuance there bad suffered 
extr. mely. It appeared extraordinary 
that such atrocious acts should have 
been perpetrated, and the offender suf- 
fered to remain at large for nearly 3 
years in a civilized country ; it was, 
however, proved by William Loftie, isq. 
of Tauderagee, that be bad made re- 
peated attempts with a military force 
to arrest the offender, but had not been 
able to succeed ; he was at length taken 
in the fair of Banbridge, when remote 
from his partizaus, for strange to tell, 
such a man, who had long been an offend- 
er, had many who endeavoured to screen 
him from justice ; and on subsequent in- 
quiry it does not appear tbai any oth*r 
magistrate, though several lived contigu- 
ous made the smallest effort to have soci- 
ety relieved from such a burden. Af- 
ter the evidence was closed, the jury re- 
tired for a few minutes, and returned a 
verdict of Guilty. The judge then pro- 
nounced the sentence of the law, order- 
ing him to be hanged. 

Application was then made to him to 
have the sentence changed to transporta- 
tion, but he steadily refused, on account 
of the atrocity of the case, and the 
lawless state ot that part of the coun- 
try, where he thought a severe example 
was necessary, and ordered the execu- 
tion to take place iuPortadown, the near- 
est market town, on Monday, the "7th of 
August. 

Afterwards in an appropriate and e- 
nergetic speech to the grand jury on this 
subject, and respecting other outrages ill 
the vicinity, he pointed out the impro- 
priety of conniving at any violation of 
the laws, urging them to-exert themselves 
by offering rewards, &c. for the discover- 
ing the perpetrators, and recommended 
that they should all attend the execu- 
tion. 

EXTRACT OF A tETTER FROM P0RTADOWN. 

August 7, 1809. 
Our town this day exhibited a novel 
and truly awful spectacle, in the execu- 
tion of Alexander Bell, who was tried at 
Armagh Assizes, and whose life was for- 
feited to the violated laws of his ceuutry, 
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by repeated acts of atrocious violence on 
the body of James Birmingham. It 
might be supposed that some apprehen- 
sions were entertained of a rescue, as 
the high she/iff was particularly cleared 
to attend. He was accompanied by a 
military escort, consisting of a large 
number of cavalry, infantry, and several 
pieces of artillery ; however, Bell's ad- 
herents, if any such thing was intended, 
either awed by the evident determination 
to fully execute the laws, or, from a 
conviction that the unhappy sufferer me- 
rited the just punishment of his crimes, 
indicated no disposition towards retard- 
ing, or preventing the execution of the 
sentence. Employing such a large num- 
ber of the military to enforce the civil 
Jaws, might lead us to suppose the country 
was reverting towaids that state of anar- 
chy, and barbarism, which characterized 
it more than a centuryago; Ifear this is in 
a great measure owing to the state of our 
Penal Code which does not sufficiently 
proportion the punishment to the magni- 
tude of the offence, whereby delinquents 
are often suffered to escape the adequate 
punishment of their crime; for, to a- bo- 
som fraught with one spark of genuine phi- 
lanthropy, or benevolence, what can ap- 
pear more dreadful than the thought of 
depriving » fellow creature of life; who, 
by the proper auatimelyadministratiou of 
counsel or correction, might be rendered 
a useful member of society, but who, 
owing to the present defective state of our 
laws, is suffered to proceed from one gra- 
dation of vice to another, until he be- 
comes lost to every virtuous principle. — 
These reflections were naturally suggest- 
ed by the awful event which has just 
taken place, not from any intention of 
calling in question the justice of the sen- 
tence, for if any act short of actual mur- 
der deserves the punishment of death, 
his certainly did, as the most cruel, and 
sanguinary disposition was manifested 
by this unhappy man, who 1 fear depend- 
ed on the party to which he belonged, to 
screen him from justice; it is to be hoped 
that this awful example may have its due 
weight, and that it maybe well consider- 
ed that it is by obedience to the laws we 
manifest our loyalty, and not by the sup- 
port of any party. 

A valuable Mineral tTater las tern Intel/ diseovered'm 
the neighbourhood of Dungannon, and has been ana- 
lyzed as follows, by an eminent chemist in London, at 
the desire of the Honourable Thomas &nox.

The water has a decidedly chalybeate taste ; 
and the presence of iron is verified by the cork 
being considerably blackened, by the water under 
exposure having deposited much ochry sediment, 
by the boiling still separating a further quantity, 
and by the production of prussian blue (i), and 
turning tincture of gads black (5). 

There is also present a large quantity of 
sulphuric acid (3), with which some of the iron 
appears to be in union, as well as- with carbonic 
acid (13) ; for, on exposure, the water becomes 
ochry. The water both before and after boiling 
reddened litmus, but sulphat of iron hat the same 
property. 

I should therefore conclude from the above ex- 
amination, that the water is a strong chalybeate 
impregnated both w*th carbooat and sulpbat of iron.

Tor bring the large tracts of tfhdrained 
bog in Ireland* into a state of tillage, and 
by adding their contents to the lands alrea. 
dy under cultivation, increase the agri- 
culture of our native country, and contri. 
bote to its resources for the sustenance of 
the British empire, and its profitable «x- 
port of corn ; but especially towards pro- 
moting a secure supply of flax and hemp 
within the united kingdom for the use of 
the navy, and support of the linen manu- 
facture of Ireland, independent of foreign 
nations, and of the interruption arising 
from the influence of political events upon 
foreign trade — those objects annex a real 
and solid imp irtance to the late act, ap- 
pointing commissioners to examine into 
the nature and extent of the several bogs 
in Ireland, and the practicability of drain- 
ins and cultivating them, and the be'st 
tneaus of affecting the same.* The com- 
missioners, not exceeding nine, to be ap- 
pointed by the Lord Lieutenant; empow- 
ered fo act fn respect of all bogs exceed- 
ing, by repute or estimation, the extent 
of .500 acres j but, on application of pro- 
prietors of small bogs, are likewise em- 
powered to exercise the pitjvisions of the 
act; the commissioners and their survey- 
ors, &c. are empowered to enter lands, to 
survey and ascertain the nature of the soil, 
Ac. under like restrictions »o the over- 
s. crs of inland navigation or public roads 
in Ireland. The commissioners to sit in 



the house of the linen board, or Dublin 
Society, as they shall think proper. 

Great inconvenience bas hitherto re- 
sulted from tbe uncertainty and difference 
in the several counties of Ireland, as to 
the tates of fees payable on criminal pro- 
secutions, and the several other matters 
relating thereto* before the judges of as- 
size, and the chairman and other justices 
at sessions. This inconvenience is fully 
obviated by a» act of last session of parlia- 
ment, by which the fees payable are regu- 
lated and ascertained, and no other or 
higher fees than those enumerated in the 
schedule set forth, are henceforward to 
be payable in Inland to any of the officers 
mentioned in the act. Penalty ten pounds 
on any clerk of the crown, clerk of the 
peace, or deputies, sheriff, or under she- 
riff, gaoler, turnkey, crier at assizes, &c. 
&c. demanding or taking any fee higher 
than the sums set forth. By this act so 
much of the Jrish act, of the 36th of the- 
king, as directs that the counties shall he 
divided into baronies and half baronies, 
is repealed, and the counties to be divided 
into two divisions, consisting of baronies, 
half baronies, and parishes. 

We are happy to notice, in addition to 
the numerous charitable institutions so 
honourable to the homanecbarafter of the 
citizens of Dublin, a new institution, de- 
nominated an Asylum"for Aged and In- 
firm Female Servants. Amongst this class 
of our fellow creatures poverty andivretch- 
cdness must be admitted universally to 
abound. How praiseworthy, then, to 
rescue from miseiy these hitherto usefal 
beings, whose life has been spent in at- 
tending on those whom Providence lias 
placed above them, but, incapabte of fur- 
ther exertion, are often left to perish, ne- 
glected, and their past services forgotten. 
The house at present offered for their re- 
lief is a small building on Summer-bill ; but 
as the work of mercy and charity, fostered 
by the benevolent hand of a bountiful 
Providence, encreases, we sincerely hope 
to see the Asylum for Aged and Infirm 
female Servants extend so as to communi- 
cate that relief which thi* deserving class 
in so populous a city must severely want. 
Could we see it patronised by the rich, 
affluent and honourable, how grateful it 
would be to every miud susceptible to the 
tender feelings of humanity— -and surely 
the reward that rank a,nd power would re- 
ccire from such patronage, from the happy 
effects that would result from their en- 
deavours, would amply"' repay their con- 
sideration of the poor and wretched servant 
thus sheltered and protected by their 
bounty. 

A few nights s ; nce, in consequence 
of informations against two bouses in 
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Crow-street, the rendezvous of midnight 
gamesters, a visit was pajd by some 
of tU.B poIiCK officers, who removed from 
thence the tables and other apparatus 
used on such occasions. It js the de- 
termination of the district magistrates 
to exercise every effort to suppress those 
illegal and very injurious assemblages.

MONSTER. 

rVaterford, July 29. — Friday, about three 
o'clock, the Waterford Assizes was inter- 
rupted by an alarm of lire. The smoke 
was strongly felt in the county court, and 
the flames at times flashed powerfully 
through the windows. The fire com- 
menced at the we*t end of the county 
jail, and at the distance of ten or eleven 
houses from it. Its oYigin was entirely 
accidental; but we have not been able 
to learn the exact cause, some of the 
inhabitants attributing it to sparks from 
agipe, and others to children carelessly 



amusing themselves with burning faggots. 
But whatever the origin may have been, 
the effects were rapid beyond description. 
All the houses in the neighbourhood of 
that where it first began were thatched, 
and the state of the weather lor a con- 
siderable time past had completely pre- 
pared tbern for the devoming element. 
Had the wiud been in a different direc- 
tion, the calamity would not have been 
so great; but it blew strongly from the 
west, and in the direction of the must 
populous vicinity. On visiting the plac* 
after the fire had subsided, we reckoned 
near sixty houses, which in the abort 
space of one hour, weue totally destroyed, 
with the exception of the walls, and 
even of these many had fallen down. 
There was scarcely to be seen any n here 
a siiigle combustible left uuconstimed. All 
the inmates belong to the industrious 
and indigent class of the community. 
Many of them were absent in pursuit 
of their respective occupations, and the 
whole of them have almost in a moment 
been deprived of a habitation and a 
home. 4.11 pi them have ieeu seriously 
injured in the little property which they 
possessed, and some of then) hare been 
reduced to utter ruin. As far as we 
have yet beeu able to learn, and the in- 
quiries which we made, seem to justify 
us in the belief, that no other accident 
of the kind has happened, only one life 
was lost, a boy about four years old. 
and the son of a poor industrious widow, 
whose husband died some time ago, and 
left her to support six children, one of 
whom has met his death in this untimely 
and dreadful manner. The boy was al» 
most burned to ashes. Another child 
was saved by a gentleman of this ch\y, 
who rushed into the liouse where it lay, 
and rescued it at the imminent peril of 
bis own life.
